I, Jerry Thomas Bolton, Jr., being of legal age and capacity, upon personal 
knowledge, declare as follows: 



1 . My name is Jerry Thomas Bolton, Jr., I am the inventor of the invention claimed in 
United States patent application serial number 09/757,798 (the '798 application). 

2. I was, at all times pertinent to this declaration, an employee of Microtune (Texas), L.P. 
("Microtune"), the assignee of the above identified patent application. 



3. Prior to December 12, 2000, 1 conceived the idea of a multi-staged delta-sigma modulator 
system and method in which a reference signal is varied in subsequent stages of the delta- 
sigma modulator, as set forth in the claims of the '798 application. 
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4. Prior to December 12, 2000, the invention of each of claims 1-1 1, 13-18, 20, 21, and 23, 
as conceived by me, was actually reduced to practice by Microtune in an integrated^ 
circuit microtui^ or more of the XP2 AO, MT2003, MT2032, and 

MT2030 microtuner projects. 



5. Although Ae^dice^reach of the XP2 AO, MT2003, MT2032, and MT2030jnicrotuner 
projects were packaged into integrated circuit housings outside of the United States, all 
semiconductor processing layers for each of these projects was taped out, the integrated 
circuit dice were fabricated, and the integrated circuit microtuner systems werej^ested^ 
and thus my invention found to be ready for patenting, within the United States.
